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An Adventure in North Carolina by Cochero.

Several years ago I was traveling 
through the southwestern part of the 
old dominion with a large and varied 
stock of merchandise; such as in those 
days generally composed the stock in 
trade of a traveling merchant. 
The occupation in which 1 was en­ 
gaged was generally called peddling, 
and by most persons was not held in 
very high estimation, although, for 
the life of me, I never could see why a 
traveling merchant should not be con­ 
sidered as respectable as a stationary 
one. Nor why a clerk who manages 
the ribbons behind a pair of prancing 
greys, should not bo thought as much 
of as one who nourishes a yard stick 
behind a counter. 
It is tru e l was in the habit of think­ 
ing my position in the world was a 
little more elevated than that of the 
pedestrians I sometimes passed on the 
road, staggering along under a large 
pack, or leading a pack-horse, fastened 
to the end of a long rope; but all arc 
influenced by the same motives, and 
a strong family likeness exists among 
the whole tribe. 
Well, finding trade rather dull, and 
being near the Ktate line, it occurred 
to me that I Mould cross over and try 
my fortune in the Old North State, 
although the roving commission I 
held did not authorize me to cruise in 
that direction. 
I therefore crossed over, somewhat 
in doubt as to the propriety of my 
course, but relying much on the speed 
of my horses to make good my retreat 
it be necessary. 
For a mile or two after crossing the 
State line there were few houses, and 
sales were light, for with the excep­ 
tion of two or three tin cups and a few 
skeins of silk and other notions, my 
stock M as not perceptibly lessened. 
Presently a spacious mansion show­ 
ed itself in the distance, and I deter­ 
mined there to retrieve my hard for­ 
tune if possible; nor M as 1 whollv dis­ 
appointed. 
I fouud four ladies at home—the 
mother and three daughters—all of 
whom were soon busily engaged in 
examining the choice rolls of silks, 
delaines, ribbons, laces and the thous­ 
and and one articles that elicit the ad­ 
miration of the ladies. 
Finding my goods duly appreciated, 
and no need for me to expend my elo- 
qnonofl in praising them, I began to 
amuse myself in looking round the 
apartment. 
Presently I discovered in one corner 
a book-ease containing several law­ 
books, and on taking down one and 
opening it, the very lirst sentence that 
attracted my attention nearly struck 
me dumb with horror. 
It was some­ 
thing like this: “And be it further 
enacted that if any hawker, or ped­ 
dler (for by such opprobrious epithets 
did they characterize our honorable 
fraternity) shall be convicted of sell­ 
ing goods M’ithout a licence, he shall 
forfeit his goods and traveling equip- 
page, and shall receive forty stripes 
well laid on his bare back.’1 
I now began to feel very much like 
getting out of such an inhospitable 
region. 
I therefore commenced in 
earnest to sell goods, but the ladies 
traded slowly, and insisted on seeing 
my whole stock, and before they had 
got half through making their pur­ 
chases, the proprietor of the mansion 
suddenly put in an appearance. 
He 
did not seem remarkably pleased with 
the display that greeted his astonish­ 
ed vissfon, nor did lie regard me with 
a very fraternal expression of counte­ 
nance; and by me his unfavorable 
opinion was fully reciprocated, for un­ 
der the circumstances, ho was certain­ 
ly the most disagreeable object I ever 
beheld.

He made me a grufl’salutation, talk- 
• ed a little about trade, asked me how 
long I had been in the State, and 
wound up by inquiring if I had a li­ 
cence. 
I of course, made the best stcaring 
I could, but 1 saw he did not believe 
a word I said, and presently lie in­ 
formed his family that be had forgot­ 
ten something that lie had intended to 
bring from town and that it would be 
necessary for him to return. So w ith­ 
out farther remark 
he 
went out 
mounted a white nag that liad re­ 
mained standing at the fanee and rode 
off. I found, on inquiry, that the 
town M’as about two miles distant, 
and I had strong suspicions that the 
forgotten articles were a couple of 
constables. Wo I dispatched business 
as rapidly as possible, collected my 
pay, bundled up my goods, stowed 
them away, mounted my box, ami 
was soon ready to retrace my steps. 
I calculated that my delay at the 
house was about long enough to enable 
the old man to reach the town, so that 
in case of immediate pursuit, 1 should 
have about two miles the start. 
I did n ot th in k it best to put m y 
horses to full speed u n til the danger of 
pursuit becam e in tn lu en t an d there­ 
fore drove along at a m oderate brisk 
pace, for a m ile or tw o g la n cin g fre­ 
q uently back M’ithou t perceiving any 
sig n s of approaching danger. 
There 
Was now a gradual descent for som e 
d istance term in ating in a m arshy spot 
o f ground crossed by a long stretch of 
“ Corduroy road.” 
This M’as form ed 
b y fa llin g poles and trees o f consider­ 
able size, that grew near across tlio 
road, w ithout, how ever, any regard to 
u niform ity of size or sm oothness of 
surface, but m erely for the purpose of 
k eep in g the feet of an im als and the 
iyl^pols qf veh icles from stick in g in the 


^'Thjs purpose was answered tolerably 
well, but for rapid traveling it mado 
one of the most horriblo roads that 
could be imagined. 
Glancing behind as I came in sight 
of this detestablo thoroughfare, I saw 
thieo horsemen coming on in rapid 
pursuit, and scarcely a mile distant. 
One of the horses was white, and from 
tho manner in which his rider gesticu­ 
lated to his companions, when lie 
caught sight of me, I became satisfied 
th at I had no time to lose, and that it 
I would escape I m ust not stand upon 
the order of my going, but go ahead. 
And now commenced the race in 
good earnest. My horses, in going 


down hill, acquired suchvelocity, that 
I found it impossible to check their 
speed onurrivingat the corduroy road. 
On they dashed, and as the wheels 
struck'the first log, I was caused to 
bound like a foot-ball, but fortunately 
came down again on the seat, which I 
grasped with botli hands. On strik­ 
ing the seat, my .Jaws came together 
witii such force as to bite off a large 
piece from the end of ray tongue. 
The din caused by the tinware fright­ 
ened the horses and caused them to 
dasli forward with brcak-neck speed. 
Presently, as the wagon continued to 
bound from one log to another, tlie 
fastening of the box M’as shaken loose, 
and tin-cups, pans, and other light ar­ 
ticles would fly out and lie scattered 
along the road. But it M as no time 
then to stop for trifles, and on we went 
until the last log Mas readied, and we 
bounded off upon 
a smootli road, 
where, though pounded nearly t<^a 
jelly, 1 M’as glad once more to gather 
up the reins and assume an upright 
position. 
On glancing back at my pursuers, I 
found them still rushing on, the white 
liorse several lengths ahead; but as I 
now had a smootli road, and only a 
mile further to go in order to cross the 
line, I felt comparatively safe. 
Presently the boundary was crossed, 
and I drew up at a tavern, a few rods 
further on, and halted for much need­ 
ed refreshment. 
My pursuers halted on the State 
line, and I called to them to come over 
and take a drink; an invitation which 
the two constables gladly accepted. 
B ut the other sadly M’hceled his white 
charger and plodded his May home­ 
ward, a madder, if not a M iser man.

A Sad Case. 


The Portland (Oregon) Bulletin gives 
the following account of the re-arrest 
of Baker, an escaped convict from the 
Nevada State Prison: 
During the month of November, 
1870, the stage m b s robbed on the road 
between Elko and W hite Pine. Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s t reasure box was broken 
open and a considerable sum of money 
abstracted therefrom. Daniel Baker 
M’as arrested and charged M’ith having 
a hand in the affair. He was tried, 
convicted and sentenced to thirty 
years’ imprisonment in the Peniten­ 
tiary at Carson. He M’as sent thither 
in January, 1871, and during his con­ 
finement was considered trustworthy, 
and gained the esteem of the officers of 
the prison, as well as his associates in 
durance vile. In September of the 
same year, an outbreak occurred, and 
between thirty-five and forty of the 
convicts managed to escape, Baker 
being among the number. After roam­ 
ing around California for some time, 
lie M’ent to Oregon and took up his 
residence at Corvallis, under the as­ 
sumed name of John Bent. 
He had 
been working around that city for 
about two years, and Mas considered a 
sober, industrious citizen. H e secured 
work in a saw mill, and M’as, to all ap­ 
pearances, laying up some money. 
About three months ago he married a 
respectable young lady, and since then 
his actions have been such as to com­ 
mand the respect of a large circle 
of friends aud acquaintances. 
It 
seems he had relinquished all fears 
of recapture, and attended strictly 
to business, endeavoring to earn a 
livelihood for himself and family. 
The fates, however,’ decreed that his 
happiness should be short-lived, and 
on the 2d instant the blow fell like a 
tliunderboldt. 
While quietly seated 
in a store in that city, officer McCoy 
touched him on the shoulder saying, 
“ You are my prisoner.” 
The man 
never uttered a word for some seconds, 
but started vacantly forward, his teeth 
being clenched in vise-like rigidity. 
He finally groa >cd and said, “Oh, my 
God, this is terrible.” 
Alter taking 
leave of his family lie was conveyed to 
Albany and placed in jail, completely 
broken down in spirit, and reckless 
enough to take his own life, it such a 
tiling was possible. 
A guard was 
placed over him, but even under these 
circumstances lie endeavored to open 
an artery in his wrist with a nail, but 
owing to the bluntness of the im­ 
promptu instrument lie only succeeded 
in making an ugly wound. On being 
conveyed to the Albany depot lie 
evinced a strong desire to commit sui­ 
cide, and in -fact openly avowed his in­ 
tention of doing so at the first favor­ 
able opportunity. 
His every action 
was, therefore, carefully watched lest 
he should in some way carry his reck­ 
less threats into execution. 
While 
standing near the track as the train 
which M’as to convey them to Portland 
was rushing toward them, Baker, by 
an inquiry regarding a certain locality, 
managed for an instant to divert the 
officer’s attention, and endeavored to 
throw himself across the track in front 
of the advancing engine. He Mas, 
hoM’ever, snatched back in tim e to 
save him from so terrible a fate. 
On 
boarding the train he was again seiz­ 
ed with a fit of despondency, and cried 
like a child the most of the M’ay down. 
On his arrival lie was furnished with 
safe quarters in the City Jail, to await 
the departure of the steamer for Han 
Francisco, where he arrived on Sun­ 
day. He M’as taken in charge by 
officer Hume,, anil yesterday lie was 
brought to Sacramento and lodged in 
the City Prison. 
By the overland 
train he M’as taken back to Carson 
City, aud when this article is being 
read, lie will have taken his place 
agaiu among the felons in the Nevada 
State Prison. 
Tiie man seems bent upon taking 
his own life and w ill probably succeed 
in doing so. His future is dark enough, 
all the more dismal indeed for the 
years of liberty he lias enjoyed since 
his esoape. 
The shame is so strongly fixed upon 
him that lie seeks death as a happy 
release. 
He admits tho crime lor 
which lie was convicted, but insists 
th at lie was compelled by liis compan­ 
ions to take part in the robbery, and 
dare not refuse for his life. At the 
time of thei break at the prison lie 
took no part, he says, in the murder­ 
ous attVay, but when the cells Were 
thrown open by the desperadoes, like 
others, he seized the opportunity to 
grasp liberty. Distance and a correct 
deportment in life seems not to have 
kept the officers ofi'liis track, and at 
last he is hunted doM’n.

Reduction of Salaries. 


Mr. Freeman, In his speech the 
other day, advocating the passage of 
the bill for a reduction of the salaries 
paid to State officials, made a start­ 
ling exhibit of the extravagance that 
obtains in the management of our 
State and county governments. 
The fact is, nearly everything con­ 
nected with the carrying on of our 
local institutions was provided for in 
the days when mining the precious 
inetals was the only employment, 
and speculation of the wildest charac­ 
ter filled the place of ordinary busi­ 
ness. 
In such times of excitement, when 
fortunes were momentarily gained and 
lost, and every one was drunk with 
the prevailing mania, it was idle to 
expect that men oould be found to 
perform the plodding duties required 
by the public without large compen­ 
sation. 
Now 
however 
the 
times 
are 
changed. 
We have a stable popula­ 
tion, engaged in the ordinary avo­ 
cations of life. We still possess a sur­ 
plus of non-producers, but are striving 
to induce the settlement among us of 
thrifty farmers and mechanics from 
the East. 
The best inducement we can offer 
this class of settlers, Is an economical­ 
ly administered local government. 
The fact that taxes are low goes far in 
deciding the intending emigrant a& to 
the choice of a home. 
As long as we have a long list of 
high-paid officials, many of thém val­ 
uable only to draw their salaries, it 
will be difficult to convince the frugal 
and industrious men of small means, 
that our State offers the best field for 
settlement. 
The evils of high salaries do not stop 
with the simple loss of the.sum paid. 
Prodigality on the part of the State 
begets extravagance among its ser­ 
vants, and the idea that officials must 
maintain a certain style adapted as 
some will have it, to their positions, 
leads them into an expenditure that 
at last can only be met by peculation. 
Mr. Freeman’s figures—a portion of 
which we give in another column— 
show that California, with a popula­ 
tion of only about 600,000, has a more 
expensive State 
Government than 
Ohio with 3,000,000, and that except­ 
ing New York, run by Boss Tweed, 
and South Carolina, the paradise of 
the carpet-baggers, we are more ex­ 
pensively governed than any State in 
the Union. 
The enormous sum of $9,483,380, an 
average of $15 64 per capita, is yearly 
collected from the people of the State 
to pay the expenses of the State and 
County governments, saying nothing 
about the amounts raised for munici­ 
pal purposes. 
We must change this if we would in­ 
duce the capital and industry of other 
sections to make their homes with us. 


Smelting Works. 


Sometime since it was rumored that 
a movement was on foot for the erec­ 
tion of smelting works in this city. We 
iuvve w’aited anxiously for indications 
of an earnest purpose in that direction, 
and meantime take occasion, as we 
have before done, to urge upon our 
business men and capitalists the great 
importance of such an enterprise. 
Los Angeles is the natural business 
center of a vast mineral region, rich 
in ores, and just fairly coming into 
notice, The establishment of smelting 
and refining works here, where the 
more stubborn ores 
that cannot 
profitably be reduced at the mines, 
can be treated, would not only be a 
great convenience to the miners, but 
would bring business to our city, and 
prove a source of revenue to all con­ 
cerned in it. 
The parties that are the principal 
owners of the Pannamint mines con­ 
template getting out their richest 
ores, and shipping them via this city 
• to Ban Francisco. If we had proper 
works this ore would be reduced here, 
and the profit of handling it would re­ 
main with us instead of going to en­ 
rich and build up another community. 
The immense bullion product of the 
C'erro Gordo mines pusses througli our 
city, and is of some advantage, but if 
it was refined here, a great expense in 
freight would be saved, and an im­ 
portant business would be built up. 
No movement that we think of, ex­ 
cept the development of our petro­ 
leum, promises so well for the future 
of our city, and we hope to hear that 
some energetic man has taken it in 
hand with the determination to win. 


T h e currency in circulation in 1863 
and 1864 amounted to $906,000,000, 
while now with a much larger popula­ 
tion and double the business, there is 
not more than $700,000,000. Some will 
argue that it was the over-abundance 
of currency in 1864 that caused the 
premium on gold to run so high, but 
if this were the case, how can the 
great reduction of the premium in the 
spring of 1865, with no corresponding 
contraction of the currency be ac­ 
counted for ? It was not the abund­ 
ance of greenbacks, but the doubts 
that existed in regard to the ability 


and disposition of the Government to 
pay, that caused the great decline in 
value, and as soon as those doubts 
were removed, the price of gold at 
once came down. 


T h e crusade of the Ohio women 
against the saloons has taken on large 
proportions, and is spreading to other 
localities. 
In Newark, New Jersey, 
and New York city the excitement is 
increasing, ami the prospect is good 
for a lively time. 
W hat the new 
crusade will amount to, it is hard to 
say. 
■ 


The Parvln Steam-Plow. 


This plow, patented by 11. C. Parvin, 
works by “ direct traction.” 
It is 
manufactured at Farmington, Fulton 
county, Illinois, and costs $4,000. A 
trial of it, reported as entirely success­ 
ful, took place under the direction of 
the inventor, a t Dixon, Solano county, 
California, 
November 
11th. 
The 
ground, stiff clay, or clay adobe, was a 
field of wheat stubble, from which the 
grain had been harvested by heading. 
An eight-gang plow was first attached 
and found not adapted to the condi­ 
tions. A large three-gang plow and a 
two-gang plow were substituted, each 
cutting a foot-wide furrow and cutting 
five or six inches deep. W ith forty 
pounds of steam, it traveled off and 
worked these plows with ease- Sub­ 
sequently twelve men got upon the 
plows and a drag was attached, so that 
both plows and the drag ran to the 
depth of ten to twelve inches. By ap­ 
plying eighty pounds of steam, the 
engine again had sufficient draft power 
to move forward and plow without ap­ 
parent effort. 
It appeared to be as 
easily managed in its movements as a 
team of farm-horses. 
Its speed is 
regulated by the amount of steam, and 
is controlled by the operator up to the 
rate of three miles per hour. 
The 
proper rate is represented to be about 
two miles per hour. Moving at this 
rate, never tiring, and plowing a rib­ 
bon five to eight feet wide, it is easy 
to estimate the amohnt it would plow. 
To run it requires a man and boy, and 
a “ tender to furnish fuel and water.” 
The inventor claims that one of these 
steam-plows has, at a cost of seventy- 
five cents per acre, “ broken up the 
toughest kind of prairie meadow” in 
Illinois. In this estimate, the cost of 
hands was reckoned at $2 50 per day, 
and of coal at $2 50 per ton. It is re­ 
ported that so much confidence in its 
success has been inspired that a joint- 
stock company is being organized in 
Sacramento for the purpose of manu­ 
facturing these steam-plows.—[Janu­ 
ary Report of Department of Agricul­ 
ture.

S ilv er B u llio n from Snn B ern ard !no 


An incident occurred in our town last 
week, which, in itself, was of no great 
importance to the casual observer; but 
to parties interested in the future 
of our town and county, it deserves 
more than a passing notice. 
tVe refer 
to three fine bars of silver bullion that 
we saw at our neighbor’s, Messrs. 
Brum & Roe. The fact to which we 
refer is that this is the first shipment 
of silver bullion from a quartz mill in 
Ban Bernardino county. This bullion 
is from Dr. W inchester’s mill, located 
in New York District, in this county, 
distant about 200 miles. By the way, 
our friend, the Doctor, has come very 
quietly among us, and saw our county 
and what it was capable of prodr?ing; 
having marked out his plan, proceed­ 
ed to carry it out, which he has done 
successfully, and in the face of ob­ 
stacles which would dfter an ordinary 
business man from attempting the 
operation. Coming iftnong us a com­ 
parative stranger, and leaving a fine 
practice in Engin, 111., he has put to 
practical use his favorite study of min­ 
eralogy, in whicli the Dr. lias been a 
deeply interested and untiring student 
for many years. He boldly relied up­ 
on his own judgment and departing 
from the old ideas of quartz men in 
this State, has discarded stamps in his 
mill. 
He uses the Whelply & Storer pulver­ 
izer, with a Blake’s crusher, and to­ 
day his mill can reduce to an unpal- 
pable powder thirty tons of quartz rock 
every twenty-four hours. 
At present 
he lias not amalgamating pans suf­ 
ficient to work all the rock th at is 
crushed. Here again his labors in his 
study come into practical use; instead 
of ordering pans from Ban Francisco, 
he will now use the Freisburg Barrel 
process. One of the barrels is bow in 
operation and working successfully, 
pouring out the amalgam clean and 
bright. 
By the pan process the 
amalgam comes out black or dis­ 
colored from the iron of the pans. 
Taking the whole mill, it is not ex­ 
celled by any twenty-stamp mill in 
the State, and reflects credit on the 
Dr., who has at all times been master 
and self-dependent. We are informed 
by parties who recently visited the 
district that the mill was running day 
and night, everything working like 
clock work. The mine on which the 
mill is working, the Highlander, is 
looking well. They have a tunnel run 
in on the ledge 256 feet and turning 
out fine ore. There are many other 
mines in the immediate vicinity and 
ore enough in sight to keep a half a 
dozen mills running. From the first 
of March we are informed that the 
shipments of bullion will be regular, 
that adding another and very impor­ 
tant item to the resources and produc­ 
tions of our Ban Bernardino county.

Dr. Kitchell, of Middleburg College, 
Vermont, preaches at the Court-house 
to-day. 
Dr. Warren, of San Francisco, lec­ 
tured last evening on “ Early Days in 
California.” 
A company to build a hotel is being 
formed. John Anderson is the mov­ 
ing spirit in the enterprise. 
The 
building will be of brick, two stories 
high, 80x100 feet. Mr. Wall is the ar­ 
chitect, and the site is on the corner 
next to Mr. Anderson’s brewery. 
The Congregational Church commit­ 
tee have purchased the lot opposite 
the planing mill on Utah street, and 
will very soon commence the erection 
of a substantial as well as a handsome 
building. The structure will be 36x55 
feet, with cupalos. 


In Alameda county, between Hay­ 
wards and Livermore Valley, large 
numbers of cattle perished during the 
cold storm of last week. One unfortu­ 
nate farmer lost 250 out of 300 cattle.

Mr. Cougar’s ranch is situated about 
sixty miles north of Pioche, just in the 
edge of Utah, in what is known as 
Snake Valley, and in the vicinity of 
Jett’ Davis Peak, the highest moun­ 
tain in that section of the country. 
He has about 4,000 head of sheep on 
his placo, and all are doing well, as in 
his valley there is no suoav at present; 
indeed, there has been but little at 
any time this Witer. This side of 
Snake Valley, hoAVCA’er, in the suoav 
ranges of Nevada, there is great sufler- 
ing among the horses, cattle and all 
kinds of farm stock, and many cattle 
and horses are already dead. At Mur­ 
phy’s ranch, on White riA’er, the over­ 
seer of the place informed Mr. Cougar 
that lie hau just counted 250 head of 
dead cattle. There are on the ranch 
about 10,000 head of cattle. In many 
places on the Humboldt catto and 
horses are also dying. All the ranches 
and ranges in Easter Nevada are over­ 
stocked, the snoAvs is of unusual depth, 
and none of the ranchmen liaA’e any 
hay. In the W hite river and Spring 
Valley rigions great numbers of cattle 
and horses must unavoidable be lost 
before Spring.—Territorial Enterprise.
